This makes the Wheatland Schedule 
the same as the Foothills and Calgary 
Divisions as to basic salaries and if 
is believed as good as any Divisional 
schedule in the from the 
teachers standpoint.

An atmosphere of serious business 
prevailed at the meeting held Monday 
evening, the Dining-room of the Meni- 
orial Hall being filled with an audience 
who are recognizing the importance of 
the question at issue. 

Mr. D. McKinnon M. L. A. occupied 
the chair and Mr. J. M. Wheatley was 
chief spokesman for ithe committee of 
men who represented M. D. Bow Valley 
and Senviceberry at their recent trip 
to Edmonton to interview Government 
officials, as to the impending action re 
irrigation for this Western area. 

After again stating the situation as 
published in The Standard of May 13, 
Mr. Wheatley outlined in pretty clear 
detail suggestions made by the commi- 
tee that small irrigation projects of 
40 to 50 acres per farmer for stock 
watering and special feed growing pur- 
poses be recommended. 

The statement was made that some 
present contract holders now fear that 
if the farmers take over and operate 
they will lose out. This idea was em- 
phatically repudiated. 

Mr. Wheatley explained that he and 
the committee were acting as Municip- 
al councillors, it was not their in- 
tention to carry on further than to 
bring the situation clearly to the know- 
ledge of the farmers and it will be up 
to them the farmers to take over. 

Question— Would it be compulsory 
for all farmers to sign up in the new 
arrangement was answered in the af- 
firmative. 

Showing the decrease of contract 
holders the speaker stated that 
whereas there had originally 1300, the 
number now is reduced to 300 and 45, 
000 acres out of an original 200,000 
acres are now under irrigation. 

Referring to the transfer made be- 
tween the C. P. R. and the E. I. D, the 
latter had received 1. 250,000 acres and 
a cash donation of $300,000 of which 
amount the E. I. D. had not used one 
dollar, the same all remaining invest- 
ed. 

Mr. Honens of Cluny complimented 
the committee on their efficient efforts 
in the interest of the farmers of the 
district, and strongly urged the need 
for the continuance of irrigation under 
some system. 

The statement was made that the 
P. F. R. A. are looking for a place to 
spend some money but that they are 
not interested in taking over any pro- 
ject already in the control of some 
other group. 

Mr. J. A. McArthur of Gleichen add 
ed his support to the need for irriga- 
tion, and stressed the fact of the con- 
tinued decrease in water users stating 
that in the “blue” section of the map 
shown less than 50 farmers are now 
contract holders. He felt that unless 
some system of irrigation is kept in 
general use the future of this district 
would be hopeless, a condition which 
can, and should be averted. 


Mr. Mercer stated his reason for 
having signed off which he regretted 
doing, but felt he was not getting ser- 
vice commensurate with the cost. He 
would ,however favor a_ project for 
irrigation for approximately 40 acres 
and would be pleased to see all farm- 
ers endorse this plan. 


A question from the floor asking it 
the C. P. R. could legally nullify 
tracts in good standing. This ques- 
tion the chairman answered by asking 
Mr. J. C. Brownlee. General Counsel 
for Municipalities of the Province. toe 
explain. 

Mr. Brownlee ery clearly explained 
a number of situations that might 
arise, 

Mr. Brownlee stated his reason foi 
being present Provincial Counsel 
for Municipalities, and that he was not 
present to plead for or against the 
Cc. P. R. and that in general he had 
found them a very fair corporation 
with which to do business. 

Mr. Brownlee asked, “Is this water 
valuable enough for you to want to 
keep it. If so, he suggested forming 
a group to talk with the C. P. R. and 
see what can*be done. 

Chairman McKinnon advocated very 
strongly the need to continue the irri- 
gation, and urged those present to 
have a vision large enough to look to 
the future well being of the younger 
generation. 

Following this general discussion a 
meeting for Contract Holders only was 
held. ’ 

Mr. Wheatley explained that later in 
June a general meeting will be held 
open to everyone in which the entire 
question will be discussed.

Pears are patchy and peaches 
and apricots nearly a total loss. 

Vancouver Island districts and the 
lower mainland reports crops in better 
condition although fine warm weather 
is needed in all areas, Cane fruit came 
through well but the strawberry crop 
is expected to be poor.

sent at the same time. The debate on 
the Indian problem was in progress 
and we heard some very fine oratory. 
We listened to part of the debate. Af- 
ter hearing something of this vexing 
problem from authorities who have 
been in India and understand some- 
thing about it, we have come to the 
conclusion that few of those who offer 
gratuitous advice from a distance of 
several thousand miles are qualified to 
offer opinions, 

It is not an easy matter to attend a 
session of the British Parliament at 
the present time. There were few 
other visitors when were were there. 
We were sorry not to have seen the 
Prime Minister in action but he was 
not in the House while we _ were pre- 
sent. 

The proceedings were interrupted by 
a Royal Commission, which is an ela- 
borate ceremony when bills which 
have been passed are sent up for ap 
proval. 

While we did not or hear Mr. 
Churchill in the House of Commons, 
we were given an opportunity to meet 
him informally at a later date. 

As Parliament was in session, his 
time was taken up more than usual, if 
that is possible. Our meeting was set 
for twelve o’clock noon, and needless 
to say none of our party was late or 
absent. 

We were shown into his office, and 
as we entered he came from behind bis 
desk, and shook each one of us by the 
hand with a firm handclasp. We were 
introduced individually by the Hon, 
Vincent Massey. Mr. Churchill made 
sure he got every name right and the 
place from which each came. 

The Prime Minister was in his usua} 
black double-breasted coat, grey strip: 
ed trousers, and bow tie. and was 
smoking the usual cigar. He looked 
to be even younger than when we saw 
him at the press conference in Otlawa 
less than a year before. He exuded 
health, vitality, strength, and corfid- 
ence. His complexion was clear, his 
face unlined, his brow unfurrowed. 

It was an off the record conference, 
so his words cannot be reported, but 
as he spoke in quiet, confident tones, 
in an informal way, we hung on his 
every word. Without minimizing the 
difficulties, he breathed determination 
to see the war through to ultimate vic- 
tory. 

To meet him informally as we did is 
a privilege we greatly appreciated,

his lunch that day, he remarked that 
he was sorry he could not have given

FARMING TO QUIT 


Writing in the English “Farmers’ 
Weekly,” A. G. Street, the well-known 
agricultural commentator, says 

“There is no doubt about something 
else, too, something not half so pleas- 
ing as the disappearance of the rabbit. 
That is that our war farming is large- 
ly reducing the fertility of our country 
side. I am not arguing as to whether 
this is good or bad war policy, al- 
| though personally I think it is the 
only thing to do under to-day’s condi- 
tions; but I do think it necessary to 
point out what is happening. 

“Having been busy storing up fertil- 
ity under the turf of my pastures by 
‘stock farming during peace I have 
been only too willing to set the plough 
going in order to produce human food 
now badly wanted owing to war condi- 
tions. 

“But I am conscious that that sort of

farming to quit. Anyway, it is the 
sort of farming that many a quitting 
tenant was guilty of in the past during 
he last few years of his tenancy. 

“Far too many people in this country 
seem to think that plough farming 
must be good farming and that grass 
farming must be bad farming, whereas 
both can be either bad or good accord- 
ing to the ptrpose behind them. More 
over, bad plough farming is always 
worse for the land than bad stock farm 
ing. 

“One thing is certain—the plough- 
share drops no manure in its passage 
over the fields, and in this capacity 
it cannot be compared with the sheep’s 
tail. 

“The urgency of our war needs en- 
tail that we should use the plough to 
extract the maximum food from our 
land; but if that urgency should con- 
tinue, by 1943 we shall be in grave 
danger of owning only bankrupt soil.” 

Every Western farmer should care- 
fully read and digest these observa- 
tions on the British campaign to in- 
crease food production and its in- 
evjtable congpequancea. They apply 
with ten-fold force to the normal ag- 
riculture of the prairie provinces.

We directed the 
attention of farmers to an excellent 
description of control methods, 
Special Pamphlet No. 59, and placed 
a copy in «.! line country elevators.

Firstly, the sawfly is still a threat 
and, secondly, it can be controlled. 
The results of research and experi- 
mentation are, year by year, leading 
to more effective control methods. 

Last year, Dr. K. M. King and 
Dr. C. W. Farstad, through the 
co-operation of farmers, conducted 
aseries of 18 sawfly trap demonstra- 
tions.

WARTIME CHILDREN 


—0——_——_ 
As elders we may feel the burdens 


of war very keenly, but its most alarm- 
ing effects are upon the children who 
will be elders of tomorrow. 

Their bloated, starved little bodies 
with all the deformations that go with 
this condition would arouse our keen- 
est sympathies could they be paraded 
before us. Tragic as their physical 
conditions would appear to us, there is 
one condition more tragic which we 
could not see so readily. It is the pro- 
cess of deformation going on in the 
minds and characters of these little 
ones. A condition which might easily 
return to society in the form of venge- 
ance when these children have reached 
maturity - if not sooner. 

War deforms all character and men- 
tal outlook because it destroys the true 
perspective of human values. To dis- 
cover how subtly and quickly it can 
do this we need only to ask ourselves 
whether we, as elders have not already 
adopted as sort of book-keeping men- 
tality toward the number of casualties 
and tragedies reported from time to 
time. 

War makes us think in numbers and 
balances rather than in terms of hu- 
man suffering and agony, which Christ 
janity has taught us to be the right 
way of looking at tragedies. We find 
ourselves only mildly shocked to read 
of thousands left homeless by bomb- 
ings. We overlook the plight of these 
people who bear the same love of 
home in their hearts that we do. That 
deep, inner sense of sympathy (suffer- 
ing with others) is lost while we think 
in terms of total warfare. 

We are matured and may recover 
from these effects after the war is 
over; but how about the children with 
their minds more plastic and _ still in

This evil effect of war upon them is 
already showing itself all too clearly 
and is not pointing toward a_ bright | 
and happy future. This deforming 
process of character and mental out- 
look going on in the soul of these | 
children is already leading them inte 
violence and other kind of 
against society.

In Europe total war has so badly 
disrupted many homes that it seems 
almost a travesty to call them 
“homes.” Fathers are away at the 
front, or training in camps; Mothers 
work in war factories or stand long 
hours in food lines; schools only car- 
ry in intermittently; all tending to 
leave children without the protective 
shock

has left many mothers unfit to 
for their children, 

This is the picture drawn by James 
Wood Johnson, a private citizen who 
is cooperating with the Red Cross 
and American Society of Friends in 
this work of helping children. 

A home which can only provide 4 
bed to sleep in and a too-scanty am.- 
ount of food, can not produce healthy, | 
normally-minded citizens for the fut-| 
ure. Children. whose homes can not, 
supply sufficient food, loose respect 
for their home and for the law of the 
land. They begin to act independently 
of both. They quickly find others of 
their kind and unite into bands to} 
snatch food when and where they 
can. By violent means, if and when 
that is necessary... 

Officials of the French Red Cross 
speak with alarm of the increase in 
child criminalities. Robbery from 
food stores is the most common form, 
but by no means the only one. New

(also rationed) which is still suffer- 
ing from the scars of the long revolut- 
ionary war feels these effects most 
keenly. Here child crime manifests 
itself in its most violent forms. 
Gangs of children and youths waylay 
men carrying home parcels of food, 
etc. 

Psychoanalysts account for this by 
the human urge to take revenge and 
call it “auto-humiliation.”” We cannot 
begin too soon to recongnize the 
fact that this wrong committed again- 
st the children by this generation is 
likely to issue in these same children 
taking vengeance against the society 
that they think has wronged them. 
They only await their opportunity. 

This type of situation is unavoid- 
able in total warfare, but it will make 
another war almost unescapable! 
Psychologists have more than once 
suggested that the gangterism of Hit- 
ler’s youth is the direct result of the 
same suffering they have undergone 
in the last war and during the period 
of blockade prolonged for months af- 
ter the armistice was signed. 


What we should learn from all this 
is that war is self-propagating. War 
breeds more wars and unless human- 
ity is ready to accept this fact and 
proceed by a well organized and 
powerfully pursued peace efforts to 
wage a total peace as they now wage 
a total war, the day will not be

A. Objective: This Second Order makes 
available for essential employments the ser- 
vices of men in classes already designated 
under National Selective Service Mobilization 
Regulations, who are now employed in speci- 
fied non-essential employments, 


BR. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY THIS 
ORDER: “en, of the specified categories, 
are covered if now employed at: 

(1) Any occupation in or associated with 
retail stores; (2) any occupation in or 
associated with the manufacturing of 
feathers, plumes and artificial flowers; 
chewing gum; wine; lace goods; greeting 
ecards; jeweiry; (3) any occupation in or 
associoted with distilling alcohol for 
beverage; (4) any occupation in or asso- 
ciated with the factory production of 
statuary and art goods; (5) any occupa- 
tou in the operation of ice cream parlours 
and soda fountains; (6) any of the follow- 
ing occupations: bus boys; charmen 
end cleaners; custom furriers; dancing 
teac 3; dish washers; doormen and 
tiarters; greens keepers; grounds keepers;

I, Penalties: Penalties are provided for 
either employer or employees failing to 
comply with this Order. 


J. Authority: This Order is issued by the 
Minister of Labour under National Selective 
Service Civilian Regulations (P.C, 246 of 
January 19th, 1943, and amending Orders in 
Council). 


K. This Second Order is Additional to 
First Order: Employments listed in Para- 
graph B above, declared non-essential in this 
Second Order, are additional to the non- 
essential employments contained in the First 
Order. The First Order, issued on May 4th, 
1943, required compliance by May 19th on 
the part of employees designated under 
Mobilization Regulations, and also of their 
employers, in the following lines of work:— 
(1) taverns or liquor, wine and beer stores; 
(2) retail sale of candy, confectionery, to- 
bacco, books, stationery, news; (3) barber 
shops and beauty parlours; (4) retail and 
wholesale florists; (5) service stations (gaso- 
line-filling stations); (6) retail sale of motor 
vebicles or*® accessories; (7) retail sale of 
sporting goods or musical instrurzents; (8) 
waiter, taxi driver, elevator operator, hotel 
bell boy, domestic servant; (9) any occupa-

Carpenter stated the latter idea is 


growing out-moded and now the practi 
cal side is gaining general approval. 

Referring to the question of religious 
education in the schools, Dr. Carpenter 
is very strongly in favor, stating that 
true religion lies at the core of all ed- 
ucation. 

He eulogized the teacher who stand 
ing as an example of a living religion, 
is an excellent lesson to his pupils. 

And a person with a truly religious 
spirit can more ably teach science and 
relative subjects. 

“LT belive in religious instruction as 
absolutely essential to an all round 
character development,” Dr. Carpenter 
stated. 

The speaker then dealt at length 
with the teaching of Home Economics 
and its beneficial influence to the fam- 
ily, the home and the individual. One 
gains experience and inspiration 


through the practical application of 
this teaching,
